The State Constitution provides that in order to vote a person 
must be twenty-one, and that any person who can vote may be 
elected to public office. On July 5, 1971, the 26th amendment to the 
United States Constitution was ratified giving the right to vote to 
eighteen year olds, This change in the United States Constitution 
changes our State Constitution so that eighteen years olds can vote 
and can be elected to any public office, except governor, state senator, 


or governor’s councilor. 


The question has nothing to do with allowing eighteen year olds 
to vote but only asks the question shall eighteen year olds be allowed 
to hold office other than governor, state senator, or governor’s coun- 
cilor. 


A Yes vote means you must be twenty-one to be elected to office 
other than governor, state senator, or governor’s councilor. 


A No vote means you can be elected to any office except governor, 
state senator, or governor’s councilor at eighteen. 


IN, CONCLUSION, vote as you please on this proposed amend- 
ment, but BE SURE TO VOTE.
